His  artwork  was  selected  for  the  1999  IAS  AC  bar,  to  be 
issued  at  our  annual  convention  in  Omaha.  Club  officers  and 
trustees  were  polled  for  their  favorite  design,  and  Chuck’s  garnered 
the  most  votes.  He  will  receive  the  first  strike,  numbered  #000  as  a 
prize  The  bar  features  a  steam  engine.  Omaha  was  the  eastern 
terminus  for  the  first  transcontinental  railroad,  which  was 
completed  in  1869.  Thanks  go  to  Lou  Kretovics  #106,  Jan 
Henke  #302  and  Garrett  Burke  #355  for  their  entries.  We  had  a 
good  selection  to  choose  from 

Chuck’s  design  can  be  seen  in  this  issue  of  the  Bugle.  There  is 
also  an  order  form  Please  send  it  in  as  soon  as  possible.  We  will 
try  something  a  little  different  this  year.  Let  us  know  no  later  than 
Sept.  1  if  you  would  like  an  enameled  bar.  We  will  give  you  until 
October  1  to  send  in  your  payment.  The  enameled  units  have  sold 
very  well  for  the  past  several  years.
